CINCINNATI, April 13.-—-Three 
Cincinnati Potiee Department de- 
tectives were placed on trial in ths 
United States District Court here 
today on charges contained in in- 
dictments returned by the specia/ 
Federal grand jury that invest!- 
gated aileged graft conditions 
here. They were Night Detectives 
Fred Bullerdick, James Hayes and 
Robert Kinney. A fourth night 
detective, Withdrow J. Grannan, 
entered a plea of gulity at the 
opening of the court session. 
Dismissal of the charges of the 
indictments against Detective John 
Rolf and Patrolman Harry Brock- 
roegge were entered by Judge 
Smith Hickenlooper upon the rec- 
ommendation of District Attorney 
Haveth E. Mau. 
Technical dismissal of the 
charges in the indictments against 
nine city patrolmen were entered 
also on the recommendation of 
Mau. Then all of these defend- 
ants were rearrested on similar _ 
charges contained in another in- 
dictment, which was returned by 
the same grand jury and which 
has remained “secret” up to this 
time. 
These nine patroimen entered 
pleas of not guilty. On request of 
their attorney the cases were con- 
tinued for an indefinite period. 
Approximately 300 86witnesses 
were present to give testimony 
during the hearing of the cases.

In housekeepinz, the problem i 
to provide the best possibile Gdiei ai 
the least cost. It can only be done 
by knowledge of foods and metiod- 
ical arrangement. Not only must 
a woman know ber needs Sut she 
must know her district. At some 
stores one thing can be obtained 
more cheaply, at others someth'ng 
else. Why pay more than is nec- 
essary when a littie forethougn: 
will save that morey? Then there 
are the markets—which are s'!p- 
pifed, most frequentiy with fresh 
fruits and vegetables and = which 
serve the best at the pwest rate. 
No stores or markets should be pa- 
tronized that are unsanitary wheth- 
er in lighting or ventilation or 
equipment, whether in uncovere! 
bins, or food unprotected from dust 
or flies, or whose employes are not 
overciean in appearance or in their 
methods of handling foodstuffs. All 
these are criteria by which to judge. 

It means usin® the eyes and 
mind, going about and observing, 
comparing and gontrasting. and 
using time intelligently. 

A much-debated point is wheth- 
er buying in bulk is more advan- 
tageous than buying in small quan- 
ties. It depends on storage space 
and the amount of money in hand. 
But al] things considered, some 
articles are better bought in harge 
quantities. It means saving all 
around, time, money and conven- 
ience. A Tist at hand from one city 
shows a saving of lé4c by buying 
the pouwnd tin of cocoa instead of 
the equivalent in smal! sizes; lic 
on the pound of tea instead of four 
Quarters: 19¢ on the large pound 
packet of raisins instead of the 
equivalent in small ones: 4$¢ on 
24% pounds of flour instead of the 
equivalent three and one-half 
pound sizes. 

But beware of bargain foods 
when cheapness means also in- 
ferior quality. Never buy by bulk 
unless you ‘can be absolutely cer- 
tain there are no faulty products, 
end that weight and measure can 
be depended upon. Judgment must 


aiso be used as to the keeping 
qualities of the foods. Flour, 
sugar, cereals and such products 


can readily be stored 

Make it a point to weigh foods. 
No efficient housewife ts without 
a set of scales in her kitchen. 

In regard to actual shopping. 
take along written lista of what is 
required go that nothing is forgot- 
ten. While the telephone is use- 
ful occasionally for orders, don’t 
make it a practice. Visit the stores 
at least once weekly so that you 
know the latest stocks and the 
latest prices and can make per- 
sonal selection. A housewife can- 
not be a good buyer unless she 
Visits the store or market person- 
ally. Don't forget that your store- 
keeper can only stock the goods 
for which there is a demand. 

While looking after home inter- 
ests watch also the grecer’s. Don't 
ask for inconvenient deliveries: 
carry small packages: avoid giving 
larger orders on Saturdays when 
these can be given just as well on 
other days: shop at reasonable 
hours, leaving the busy period for 
those workers who canfot go any 
other time; and allew the store- 
keeper to handle fruits and vegeta- 
bles, so sparing him the waste from
